• Provide natural or artificial shelter for all animals kept 
outdoors to protect and prevent discomfort from inclement 
weather. 

(Two pot bellied pigs are housed on the side of the barn w ith only a 
roof for shelter.) 

• Remove excreta from primary e closures as often as 
necessary to prevent contaminat in of the animals contained, 
minimize disease hazards and reduce odors. 

(The goats and sheep barn shelter has e • cessivc feces buildup on a 
majority of the floor.)
